Laboratory  School  Be¬ 
comes  Unit  When  High 
School  Joins  Grades. 

AVith  the  opening  of  the  fall 
quarter,  the  Horace  Mann  Labor¬ 
atory  School  became  a  complete 
unit,  on  the  College  campus.  From 
nursery  school  and  kindergarten  to 
high  school,  the  students  are  now 
housed  in  the  fine  new  building 
which  was  finished  last  year  but 
not  completely  furnished  at  that 
time. 

Though  the  lower  grades  have 
been  at,  work  in  the  new  building 
for  several  months,  the  upper 
grades  and  the  high  school  re¬ 
mained  in  the  administration  build¬ 
ing  until  the  beginning  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  quarter. 

Students  and  faculty  members 
alike  are  very  well  pleased  with  the 
new  building,  as  well  they  might 
be.  Modern  in  styling  .and  construc¬ 
tion,  it  is  as  pleasing  to  the  eye, 
inside  and  out,  as  it  will  be  useful 
in  the  years  to  come.  And  with  the 
fine  new  equipment  which  the 
building  possesses,  it  should  be  ex¬ 
ceedingly  useful  in  the  future,  not 
only  as  an  adjunct  of  the  College, 
but  as  a  complete  educational  plant 
in  itself. 

A  tour  of  the  building  reveals 
many  interesting  features  to  the 
casual  visitor.  Perhaps  the  most 
noticeable  of  these  are  the  stone 
used  in  the  interior  of  the  building 
and  the  pleasing  color  schemes  that 
predominate  in  the  decoration  of 
the  various  rooms,  all  of  which  are 
fire-proofed  and  sound-proofed  for 
the  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
students.  Still  other  quickly  notice¬ 
able  advantages  are  the  lighting 
and  the  Venetian  shades,  which  are 
standard  equipment  on  every  win¬ 
dow  in  the  building. 

Your  reporter  found  the  library, 
the  auditorium,  the  home  economics 
laboratory,  and  the  gymnasium  to 
be  the  most  interesting  parts  of 
the  building.  The  library  is  located 
on  the  second  floor,  about  half  way 
down  the  east  side  of  the  corridor, 
where  students  may  conveniently 
study  between  classes.  It  is  similar 
to  the  College  library  in  organiza¬ 
tion  and  decoration,  with  built-in 
bookshelves  and  cases  lining  the 
walls.  Trophies  taken  by  the  Horace 
Mann  athletic  teams,  placed  .along 
tlie  tops  of  the  shelves,  add  interest 
and  color  to  the  room.  There  are, 
however,  no  central  stacks  acces¬ 
sible  to  the  students,  as  in  the  Col¬ 
lege  library. 

Another  interesting  part  of  the 
building  is  the  auditorium,  which 
is  not  yet  completely  furnished,  but 
should  be  within  a  week  or  two,  ac¬ 
cording  to  H.  R.  Dieterich,  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  school.  Seating 
capacity  will  be  large  enough  to 
accomodate  several  hundred  stu¬ 
dents,  more  than  enough  for  all  the 
students  in  the  combined  grade  and 
high  school  classes  and,  possibly,  to 
take  care  of  the  College  students 
who  may  use  the  auditorium,  pend¬ 
ing  completion  of  the  remodeling  of 
the  College  auditorium.  The  high 
school  auditorium  occupies  the

The  home  economics  laboratory, 
located  on  the  second  floor  above 
the  auditorium,  Is  another  spot,  that 
College  students,  and  especially 
home  economics  majors,  should  find 
interesting.  Here  are  shining  white 
tables,  cabinets,  sinks,  a  refrigerator 
— In  short,  everything  a  home  ec¬ 
onomics  unit  needs,  to  delight  the 
eye  of  the  high  school  girls  and 
faculty  instructors  who  take  pride 
in  good  equipment.  The  equipment 
is  all  of  the  most  modern  style  and 
design.

Bibliophile  Prize  Given 
Last  Year  Was  Won  by 
Mary  Ann  Bovard. 

The  Bibliophile  Prize  of  $25.00  a- 
warded  annually  by  President  Lam- 
kin  to  the  senior  student  who  has, 
during  liis  college  years,  collected 
the  best  personal  library  was  won 
last  commencement  by  Miss  Mary 
Ann  Bovard  of  Maryville.  This  was 
the  first  time  the  award  was  made. 

Since  the  award  is  new,  many 
students  may  not  understand  clear¬ 
ly  what  the  Bibliophile  Prize  is,  who 
may  win  it,  or  what  the  conditions 
of  it  are.  The  regulations,  posted 
in  the  library  and  on  the  President's 
bulletin  board,  are  reprinted 
in  this  issue  of  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian  so  that  students  may  keep 
them  in  mind. 

Tlie  idea  of  tlie  Bibliophile  Prize 
has  spread  among  a  dozen  or  more 
colleges  since  1931  when  Mr.  A.  Ed¬ 
ward  Newton,  a  distinguished  Phil¬ 
adelphia  bibliophile  and  author, 
printed  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly  an 
article  called  “Books  of  One’s  Own" 
in  which  he  described  a  project  he 
had  inaugurated  at  Sw.arthmore 
College.  He  offered  an  annual  prize 
of  $50.00  to  tlie  student  who  during 
his  four  years  of  college  collected 
the  best  collection  of  books.  Ey 
"best"  he  did  not  mean  "expensive", 
but  carefully  edited  and  printed 
books  which  best  serve  tlie  personal 
needs  of  the  student.  He  believed 
that  books  of  one’s  own  are  a  bul¬ 
wark  of  strength  against  discontent 
and  failure;  that  the  habit  of  read¬ 
ing  is  “a  foolproof  insurance  policy, 
making  possible  continuous  and  as¬ 
sured  pleasure.  notwithstanding 
what  (lie  circumstances  of  life  may 
be."  He  wished  to  deny  the  current 
opinion  that  a  collection  of  books 
is  a  rich  man’s  hobby,  and  to  tes¬ 
tify  to  the  richness  of  reward  thn.t 
intimate  experiences  in  books  can 
bestow  upon  those  who  own  a  few 
books  which  they  can  enjoy.  Expen¬ 
sive,  rare  editions  or  handsome 
bindings,  fine  as  they  are,  are  not 
as  important  for  cultivation  of 
tastes  in  books  as  such  inexpensive, 
well-edited  editions  as  are  pubuish- 
ed  by  many  of  the  well-established 
publishing  houses. 

Mr.  Newton’s  plan  has  been  fol¬ 
lowed  at  Smith  College  where  Mar¬ 
ian  Dodd  of  the  Hampshire  Book 
Shop  offers  $50.00  worth  of  books 
and  where  in  1939  there  were  eighty 
entries  for  the  prize;  at  Wellesley 
College,  Scrlpps  College,  and  Mills 
College  in  California,  Wesleyan  U- 
niversity.  University  of  Oklahoma, 
University  of  California  at  Los 
Angeles,  University  of  Minnesota, 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  Whea¬ 
ton  College,  Penn  State  College, 
Connecticut  College  for  Women, 
Antioch  College,  Havcrford  College, 
Wells  College,  and  R.indolph-Macon 
Women’s  College.  A  fund  of  $1000 
was  established  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley  by  an  anony¬ 
mous  donor  to  provide  an  annual 
bibliophile  prize  to  seniors.  Mr.  W. 

H.  Winterwood.  an  alumnus  of  Pur¬ 
due  University,  offered  an  award 
of  $100  to  a.  Purdue  senior,  saying 
in-  had  loin;  believed  Hint  engineer¬ 
in'?  schools  lied  too  long  neglected 
Ini  ■'feting  their  ■undents  in  good 
li1  mature  and  Ihe  love  of  hooks.

Dr.  Wolfe  Says  This  Coun¬ 
try  Is  Happy  Hunting 
Ground  of  Propagandists 

((’our  tuny  Daily  Forum) 

Dr.  Henry  C.  Wnifc  of  Ohio,  ex¬ 
pert  on  foreign  affairs  and  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  author  and  lecturer, 
compared  the  wnrld  situation  today 
to  a  gigantic  jig  .saw  puzzle  in  which 
many  pieces  fit  and  where  there  are 
spots  where  no  pieces  fit. 

Speaking  before  the  first  general 
assembly  mealing  of  the  Northwest 
Missouri  Teachers  Association  this 
morning,  Dr.  Wolfe  said,  “the  world 
situation  is  enormously  complex. 
Unfortunately,  it  is  so  complex  that 
no  one  knows  tlie  complete  story. 

In  World  of  Propaganda 
"We’  are  living  in  a  world  of 
propaganda.  United  States  is  a 
happy  hunting  ground  for  Hie  prop¬ 
agandists,  Soviet  Russia  and  tlie 
United  Slates  are  the  only  great 
nations  not,  now  involved  in  the 
present  war.  In  Soviet  Russia  no 
propagandists  are  permit  ted.  while 
in  the  United  Slates  propagandists 
swarm  from  ’abroad.  These  prop¬ 
agandists  are  interested  in  exploit¬ 
ing  only  the  interests  of  their  em¬ 
ployers. 

“Many  moving  pictures  made  in 
the  United  States  which  are  sent 
abroad  are  a  typo  of  propaganda. 
These  pictures  are  not,  however,  a 
deliberate  form  of  propaganda. 
Some  foster  good  will.  Ot.lters  do 
much  harm.  ‘The  Grapes  of  Wrath' 
was  welcomed  in  Soviet  Russia  and 
shown  everywhere  ns  a  typically 
all-American  situation.  The  Rus¬ 
sian  leaders  said  lo  the  people,  ’how 
fortunate  you  are  that  you  don't 
live  in  a  capitalistic  country.’ 

France  Was  a  Target 
“Propaganda  in  the  world  today 
is  obscure.  In  Germany,  propaganda 
Is  the  greatest  industry.  France  was 
the  target  of  German  propaganda, 
so  cleverly  done  that,  the  French¬ 
men  were  unaware  of  it. 

“Perhaps  tlie  most  out  standing 
job  of  propaganda  has  hern  done  in- 
Soviet  Russia.  The  most  unsuccess¬ 
ful  political  social  and  economic 
system  in  the  world  has  been  held 
up  as  a  model  one.  Tlie  Soviets  put 
over  their  smelly  job  of  propaganda. 
They  didn’t  go  to  the'  most  unsuc¬ 
cessful  group  of  peonle.  They  went 
to  the  thinking  people,  the  ministers, 
college  professors,  college  students 
and  writers. 

“I  never  could  understand  hew  n 
minister  of  the  so-pel  could  approve 
of  the  godless  government  of  Rus¬ 
sia.” 

Denmark  Most  Progressive 
Dr.  Wolfe  stated  that  ho  believed 
Denmark  in  some  ways  to  have 
been  the  most  progressive  country 
ill  the  world.  "Denmark  had  no 
slums,  no  poverty.  There  was  a  pre¬ 
vailing  spirit  of  cooperation  and 
hard  work.  In  Denmark,  there  was 
a  leveling  from  the  bottom  while  in 
Russia  the  leveling  was  done  from 
the  top. 

"The  Finns  had  built  up  a  splen¬ 
did  democracy,"  Dr.  Wolfe  said. 
“Every  man,  woman  and  child  in 
Finland  knew  why  lie  wa.s  fighting. 
Finland  cracked  only  from  the  out¬ 
side,  not  from  the  inside.  Only 
grent  nations  like  France  crack 
from  the  outside." 

Dr.  Wolfe  fold  tile  teachers  to 
keep  their  eyes  glued  on  Germany. 
"The  key  to  tlie  world  affairs  is 
Germany."  said  Dr.  Wolfe.  There 
are  side  shows  to  the  right  and 
left,  in  the  Far  East,  South  Amore 
ica  and  in  Italy.  Keep  your  eyes  on 
tlie  spotlight  that  plays  on  Germany 
in  tlie  center  of  the  stage.

The  lliing  lira l 
impressed  those  going  through  t hr 
kitchen  wist  the  amount  of  food 
stuffs  that  it  takes  to  make  up  out 
meal  for  so  many  people.  Tlie  vol¬ 
ume  of  food  that  passes  through  the 
buck  door  of  that  building  is  sur¬ 
prising  to  anyone  not  accustomed 
to  cooking  for  about  a  hundred  and 
seventy  people  every  meal. 

Here  are  a  few  figures  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  that  might  be  interesting.  In 
one  day’s  time  about  30  pounds  of 
butter  and  about  30  loaves  of  bread 
are  consumed.  An  interesting  tiling 
is  that  more  bread  is  consumed 
during  the  fall  quarter  than  during 
any  other  quarter  in  the  year.  For 
one  meal  50  pounds  of  shoulder 
pork  are  required.  If  the  menu  calls 
for  ham  or  veal  loaf  as  a  meat  dish, 
only  35  pounds  need  be  ordered.  It 
is  not  safe  to  order  less  than  105 1 
chops  for  one  meal  for,  .as  every 
cook  knows,  it  is  a  major  tragedy

supply  is  furnished  by  tlie  college 
farm.

Fifty  pounds  of  biking 
powder  are  used  in  a  year's  time! 

Tlie  kitchen  is  well  equipped  witli 
modern  conveniences  such  as  steam 
cookers  and  dish-washers.  Twenty 
live  pounds  of  potatoes  can  tie 
cooked  in  the  steam  cooker  in  throe 
minutes.  Much  of  the  cooking  is 
done  by  electricity.  All  dishes  are 
washed  in  the  electric  dish  washer 
except  the  pots  and  pans.  Tlie 
latest  addition  in  equipment  is  a 
new  refrigerator.
